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HISTORY  OF  THE  CLASS  OF  ’40 


Four  years  ago  we,  the  Class  of  1940,  were  given  the  honor  and  privilege  of 
attending  our  own  high  school  from  beginning  to  end.  We  did  not  have  to  experience 
the  difficulties  of  being  outsiders  as  did  preceding  classes.  Instead  we  were  placed 
in  an  institution  where  friendliness  and  cooperation  were  prevalent.

This  dance  aided  us  financially  as  well  as  furnishing  pleasure  for  its 
participants.

Reynold  Burger,  Norman  Petersen, 
and  Charles  Muzykiewz  were  starring  on  the  boys’  basketball  team,  while  Ruth 
Dowd  was  playing  with  the  girls  and  cheer  leading.  Many  other  members  of  the 
class  were  active  too.  Our  Junior  class  officers  were  Sherman  Waldron,  President; 
Elmer  Whitehouse,  Vice  President;  Lenna  Bastien,  Secretary;  and  William  Watrous, 
Treasurer. 

Our  Senior  year  at  Ellsworth  brought  with  it  the  completion  of  our  education 
and  high  school  life.  To  start  off  what  has  proved  to  be  a  wonderful  year  the  Senior 
Get-to-Gether  was  held.  This  helped  renew  friendships  and  get  everyone  in  spirit 
for  the  coming  season. 

To  introduce  the  coming  athletic  season  the  S.  C.  H.  E.  Club,  headed  by  Presi¬ 
dent  Julia  Yonika,  sponsored  the  Sports  Dance,  an  annual  affair.  Due  to  the  efforts 
of  these  girls  a  delightful  evening  was  had  by  those  who  attended. 

Many  class  members  were  now  on  athletic  teams.  Representatives  in  basketball 
were  boys:  Reynold  Burger,  Edward  Gibbons,  Co-captains  Charles  Muzykiewz, 
Norman  Petersen  and  Leon  Weskosky;  girls:  Ida  Bad.stubner,  Captain  Ruth  Dowd, 
Elizabeth  Geissler,  and  Ann  O’Zemko. 
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Our  classmates  who  have  supported  our  teams  by  their  regular  attendance  and 
good  will  should  not  be  overlooked.  They  do  not  do  the  actual  playing  but  a  team 
could  not  exist  without  them.  Leaders  alone  do  not  make  success. 

Next  year  Ellsworth’s  soccer  team  will  lose  William  Blanchard,  Wendell  Grigley, 
Captain  Charles  Muzykiewz,  Edward  Toconis,  and  Sherman  Waldron. 

Last  fall  a  new  sport  was  introduced  at  Ellsworth.  Coached  by  Miss  Salipante, 
the  girls  were  taught  to  play  Field  Hockey.  Many  Senior  girls  participated  and 
the  game  was  so  enjoyable  it  became  an  established  sport. 

To  promote  organized  cheering  and  encourage  our  teams  five  cheer  leaders 
are  chosen.  Of  these  five,  Ruth  Dowd,  Carolyn  Stewart  and  Anne  Wolk  were  Seniors. 
Throughout  the  year  these  girls  have  presented  a  fine  appearance  and  have  done  a 
great  deal  toward  keeping  Ellsworth’s  noted  reputation  for  good  sportsmanship. 

Three  of  the  Dramatic  Club’s  officers  are  members  of  the  Class  of  1940.  They 
are  Vice  President,  Patricia  Vibert;  Treasurer,  Virginia  Norton  and  Secretary, 
Joanne  Potwin.  In  this  year’s  presentation  “Nothing  But  the  Truth,”  Jack  Kearney 
and  Carolyn  Stewart  held  important  roles.  One  half  of  the  profits  from  this  play 
went  toward  financing  our  Washington  trip. 

The  Senior  Minstrel  was  also  held  for  the  above  mentioned  purpose.  Aided  by 
many  underclassmen,  the  seniors  presented  a  well  organized  show  to  a  capacity 
crowd. 

The  last  week  in  April  brought  to  us  the  long  anticipated  trip  to  Washington, 
D.  C.  Although  this  is  primarily  an  educational  trip,  it  furnished  practical  experience 
to  those  of  us  who  had  never  before  traveled  or  stayed  at  a  hotel. 

As  a  reward  for  their  years  of  study,  Edward  Risley  and  Julia  Yonika  were 
chosen  Valedictorian  and  Salutatorian  respectively. 

At  this  time  I  should  like  to  compliment  our  Senior  class  officers,  Elmer  White- 
house,  President;  Zigmond  Choinski,  Vice  President;  Leah  Harrington,  Secretary; 
and  William  Watrous,  Treasurer.  The  committee  members  who  have  served  our  class 
so  diligently  without  receiving  personal  glory  but  who  have  done  a  great  deal  for 
our  class  deserve  a  great  deal  of  credit,  and  again  those  who  make  events  possible 
by  their  regular  attendance. 

Now  as  graduation  approaches,  we  discover  this  is  not  a  time  of  merriment  as 
we  had  anticipated;  but  rather  a  time  of  reminiscence  over  past  pleasures  and  sorrow 
at  leaving  our  friends,  both  faculty  and  classmates,  at  Ellsworth  Memorial  High 
School.
